Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-8, 10-15, 18, 28, 29, and 31-41 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-8, 10-15, and 18 are allowed because, as indicated in the Office Action 
dated December 5, 2006, none of the prior art of record discloses or suggests the step 
of reconnecting the first power source to the load when the first value is within the range 
and while the second power source continues to provide power to the load, in 
combination with the remaining claimed features. 

Claims 28, 37, and 39-41 are allowed because, as indicated in the Office Action 
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dated December 5, 2006, none of the prior art of record discloses or suggests the use 
of the claimed default frequency generator, in combination with the remaining claimed 
features. 

Claims 29 and 38 are allowed because, as indicated in the Office Action 
dated December 5, 2006, none of the prior art of record discloses or suggests the use 
of the claimed grid perior stretcher, in combination with the remaining claimed features. 

Claims 31-36 are allowed because, as indicated in the Office Action 
dated December 5, 2006, none of the prior art of record discloses or suggests the step 
of deliberately attempting to drift the frequency from the second power source away 
from the frequency from the first power source, in combination with the remaining 
claimed features.
